To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newfields, in the 
County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, 
in said Newfields, on Tuesday, the twelfth (12th) day 
of March next, at two of the clock in the afternoon 
until nine of the clock in the afternoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 

3. To see if the Town will grant a discount of 2% 
on taxes paid in full thirty days after the taxes are 
committed to the collector. 

4. To see if the voters will authorize the Select- 
men and Town Treasurer to borrow a Sum or sums 
not exceeding in the aggregate of $15,000 in anticipa- 
tion of the collection of taxes for the current muni- 
cipal year and to issue in the name and on credit of 
the Town negotiable notes therefore, said notes to be 
repaid during the current municipal year from taxes 
collected within the current municipal year. 

5. To see what action the Town will take relative 
to the authorization of the sale of real estate held or 
acquired by the Town on account of purchase at tax 
sales. 

6. To see what action the Town will take toward 
the acceptance of reports of Town Officers; as printed 
in the Town Report. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Water Commissioners, with the approval of the Select- 
men, to borrow money in anticipation of revenue. 
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8. To see if the Town will request the assistance 
of the Tax Commission in appraising all lands and 
buildings and raise and appropriate the sum of seven 
hundred fifty dollars ($750.00) in the current year, 
the balance to be raised in 1964. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to file in behalf of the Town an application 
(in form and manner required by the United States 
and in conformity with P.L. 560, 83rd Congress) and 
do whatever else may be required for an advance, in 
the amount of $5,000.00, to be made by the United 
States to the Town of Newfields to aid in defraying 
the cost of preliminary report and plan preparation 
for sewerage and sewage treatment facilities for the 
Town of Newfields, and, further, to see if the Town 
will make the necessary arrangements to provide such 
additional funds as may be required to defray the 
cost of preparation of the report and plans. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of fifteen hundred dollars ($1500.00) 
as the Town’s share toward the construction and de- 
velopment of a Seacoast Area Airport, and to author. 
ize the Selectmen to confer and consult with federal, 
state and neighboring town Officials in all matters per- 
taining to the construction of an area airport. 

11. On the petition of David H. Peaslee and nine- 
teen others to see if the Town will vote that a water 
main be extended from existing mains down Main 
Street to Parting Brooke or for whatever distance be 
deemed feasible; and for that purpose to see what 
sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate by the issuance of its bonds or notes to defray 
the cost of extension of mains and erection of other 
necessary facilities to provide an adequate system; 
and to authorize the Selectmen to determine the rate 
of interest to be borne by said bonds or notes; the de- 
nominations and form of said bonds or notes, the time 
and place of payment of principal and interest, the 
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terms of. sale; and further to authorize the Selectmen 
to sign and affix the Seal of the Town to said bonds or 
notes and the Treasurer to countersign the same. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to amend Article 
VI of the Building Ordinance for the Town of New- 
fields, New Hampshire, adopted at adjourned Town 
Meeting March 14, 1959, by striking out ‘and a mini- 
mum land area of 20,000 square feet” and substitute 
in its place “and a minimum land area of 30,000 square 
feet”; and amend Article IV, Section A-4 of Zoning 
and Land Use Ordinance for the Town of Newfields. 
New Hampshire, adopted at adjourned Town Meet- 
ing, March 14, 1959, by striking out ‘‘No lot shall be 
less than 20,000 square feet” and substituting in its 
place “No lot shall be less than 30,000 square feet.” 

13. To see if the Town will vote to amend Article 
III, Section G of Zoning and Land Use Ordinance for 
the Town of Newfields, New Hampshire, adopted at 
adjourned Town Meeting, March 14, 1959, by striking 
out Section G and substitute in its place “G. A street. 
before it is taken over by the town, must meet the fol- 
lowing minimum Specifications; must be 24 feet wide, 
all top soil removed to depth of at least 12 inches below 
finished grade, except in low areas, which shall be back- 
filled and compacted to within 12 inches of finished 
grade; selected gravel shall be placed to a compacted 
depth of at least 12 inches with one penetration coat 
and one seal coat of tar or asphalt as specified: finished 
grade to be crowned with pitch of 3 inches from cen- 
ter to each side, except on curved sections where road- 
way shall be banked to specification; road and drive- 
way culverts to be of sufficient size, length and quality 
to insure proper drainage as specified; suitable guide 
posts and guard rails to be installed where specified. 
Dead end streets must have a turn around circle with 
a 60-foot radius. The right of way must be 40 feet 
wide. Specifications to be established are those cf 
the Selectmen and Highway Agent.” 
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14. On petition of Norman §8. Rollins and nine 
others to see if the Town will vote to extend the exist- 
ing water system from present termination on Pis- 
cassic Road to Dixon Avenue and including Dixon 
Avenue and Otis Road to McLeod residence; and for 
that purpose to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of twelve thousand five hundred 
dollars ($12,500.00) by the issuance of its bonds or 
notes to defray the cost of extension of mains and 
erection of other necessary facilities to provide an 
adequate system; and to authorize the Selectmen to 
determine the rate of interest to be borne by said 
bonds or notes; the denominations and form of said 
bonds or notes, the time and place of payment of prin- 
cipal and interest, and terms of sale; and further to 
authorize the Selectmen to sign and affix the Seal of 
the Town to said bonds or notes and the Treasurer to 
countersign the same. 

15. To see what action the Town will take relative 
to surfacing of the Town Hall Parking Lot, and raise - 
and appropriate such sum of money as may be neces- 
sary for the same. 

16. To transact any other business that may legal- 
ly come before this meeting.

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Preventing Forest Fires Is Our Responsibility 


Costs of suppressing carelessly set outdoor fires in 
New Hampshire in 1962 cost the persons responsible 
$5,545. In the same period, the cost to the cities and 
towns for control of such fires for which no responsi- 
bility could be placed cost another $24,634. What utter 
waste of tax money and what shameful and needless 
loss of timber and esthetic values in the 2,200 acres 
burned. Residences, farms, and other business places 
were threatened with possible total destruction. 

Carelessly set man-caused fires can be prevented if 
every citizen remembers his responsibility in regard 
to any source of fires in the open. We can help to keep 
our fire loss low by remembering these simple rules: 


1. Dispose of burnable waste at the town dump. 

2. If waste or brush is to be burned on the prem- 
ises, obtain a permit from the forest fire warden. Sea- 
sonal permits may be issued for approved incinerators 
and sites. 

3. Burn safely by picking a clean site, avoiding 
dry windy weather and preferably burning late in the 
day. 

4. Have something to keep the fire under contvrol 
—pails of water, garden hose, sprinkling can, broom 
for grass fires or shovel will help. 

5. Be sure youf fire is dead out before you leave it. 

6. If the fire gets out of control or if you see a 
fire out of control, report promptly to your warden or 
fire department. Continue to fight it until help arrives. 


There is potential danger when matches fall into 
the hands of children. It is never too early for par- 
ents to install in the child’s mind a respect for fire. 


Keep our town safe from fire. 


In 1962 we had 6 fires. We burned 9 acres. Twenty- 
seven permits were issued.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The annual School District meeting was held at the 
Town Hall on March 12, 1962. District officers elected 
for the following year were: Lindsey R. Brigham, Mod- 
erator; Mary B. Hallinan, Clerk; Harriet M. Knipstein, 
Treasurer; Alfred Conner, Jr., Member of the School 
Board for three years. The Board elected Frances P. 
Brigham as Chairman and Alfred Conner, Jr., as 
Secretary. 


For the fourth year, it has been necessary to use 
the basement of the library for the second grade. This 
facility has the approval of the State Board of Educa- 
tion on a temporary basis only. We are grateful to the 
Library Trustees for their cooperation in this regard. 


Improvements in the school have been held to a 
minimum. The old building was spot-painted to im- 
prove the appearance and to prevent further deteriora- 
tion. The trim of the new addition was painted, as were 
the front steps. One of the older classrooms was com- 
pletely repainted and the ceiling repaired. By redoing 
a room each year, the cost of upkeep can be spread and 
the rooms kept in good condition. Both floors of the 
old building have been varnished twice a year, which 
has avoided a major refinishing job. 


New playground equipment was purchased by the 
School Board; a volley ball and net, a soft ball and bat, 
basketball nets and new seats for the swings. An addi- 
tional backboard was built behind the library for the 
children there, who are not able to enjoy the playground 
equipment at school. 


Academically, the major addition in equipment was 
the movie projector, bought with matching government 
funds, and to be paid for in two years. Newfields was 
the only school in the District without a projector and 
in the few months that it has been in use, has proved 
to be invaluable. The T.V. courses provided for Science, 
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French and Social Studies continue to help round out 
the curriculum. An Art teacher was hired in the fall. 


The tarring of the school driveway, as voted by the 
town, improved the appearance of the grounds and a 
chain was installed across the driveway entrance. 


Three buses and a station wagon are used to trans- 
port the school children, the cost of one bus shared by 
a neighboring town. 


Through the cooperation of the Board of Selectmen, 
we have had a policeman on duty daily, for an hour, in 
the center of town, from which spot he was able to see 
the train crossing and also slow down traffic through 
the town. — 


We sincerely thank the P.-T.A. for its continued 
support of the dental, hot soup and milk programs, for 
volunteer drivers and hot soup volunteers, without 
whom the programs could not operate. Especially, we 
appreciate the donation from the P.-T.A. of seventy- 
five dollars worth of movies, rented from the University 
of New Hampshire, for our new projector. 


At this time we wish to thank the Police Department 
for their continued support of the School Safety Patrol. 


We also express our appreciation to all of those 
who work together for the betterment of education for 
our children, Mr. Hoyt, our Superintendent; Mr. King, 
our new teacher consultant; our excellent staff of 
teachers, our janitor, and parents and taxpayers, who 
provide the necessary funds to give our children the 
best education that we can provide.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Newfields: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my fifteenth annual 
report. 


One change and two additions were made in the 
teaching staff for this year. Mrs. Pearl Marston re- 
placed Mrs. Ruth Goffe as teacher of grade 1 and Mrs. 
Virginia Holder was elected as the additional school 
nurse for the Supervisory Union. Mrs. Betty Phinney 
was elected as principal, a position which Mrs. Goffe 
had held previously. 

Soon after school opened, the School Board elected. 
Mrs. Virginia Chisholm as teacher of art. She gives. 
art instruction in each classroom once a week.

This is a dedicated and experienced staff of teachers. 


The tuition rates for 1963-1964 as announced by the 
Exeter School Board after approval by the State Board 
of Education are as follows: 


$475 for senior high students, which is the same 
rate as for this year. 


$405 for junior high students, which is an increase 
of $30. 
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These rates are based on the estimated per pupil 
costs for 1962-1963 plus the 2% rental charge of $22.17. 


The additional school nurse has made it possible to 
give the usual health examinations and also to provide 
a health education program as well. One of the nurses 
spends a certain amount of time per week in each school 
in addition to being on call always in case of an emer- 
gency. A Health Committee consisting of a representa- 
tive from each school district in the Supervisory Union 
was formed last spring and it meets regularly with the 
nurses to advise them and to determine needed policies 
for the school health program. We now have one of 
the better programs in the state. 


A part of this report is devoted to a statement by 
Mr. Frederick King, Teacher Consultant for Super- 
visory Union #16, who replaced Mr. Donald Elsemore 
last August. He outlines some of the work which he is 
doing in his role as supervisor of elementary education. 
He reports as follows: 


It has been my pleasure to begin work this 
school year in the area as teacher consultant. I have 
found the first few months very interesting, and I 
feel also a sense of belonging in the way teachers 
have accepted me as one of the “educational family.” 


Probably the chief concern of the teacher con- 
sultant is instructional improvement. Education 
has many demands placed upon it. The modern 
space age and educational research have constantly 
produced proposed changes on what we teach and 
how we teach it. There must always be a continued 
evaluation of what we can use of the new, and what 
is worth keeping of the old. We never can stand 
still. Education, like any other profession, is con- 
stantly looking for better ways to achieve more as 
we work with the girls and boys of this area. 


A program of instructional improvement is only 
as good as those involved. Any program’s worth can 
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be measured by the desire of each worker to bring 
to the job the best he has to offer. I have found 
excellent cooperation from all the teachers as we 
examine what we are doing, and look ahead to what 
we need to change. 


My role this first semester has been chiefly one 
of getting acquainted with the schools and their 
staffs. I have tried to make frequent visits to the 
classrooms in order to view the teaching process, 
and to familiarize myself with teachers and pupils. 
By careful analysis of what is happening in the 
classroom, ideas for working with teachers can be 
gathered. 


Other techniques that I have used include the 
individual conference. The conference is an ex- 
change of thinking regarding the many phases of 
teaching children. I would hope these conferences 
would help in encouraging the teacher toward future 
professional growth and in reaching for continued 
improvement of teaching skills. 


Group meetings have been held. I feel teachers 
should have a share in the responsibility for build- 
ing philosophy and establishing the instructional 
program of the school. In these meetings we talk 
over local school problems and exchange ideas 
toward their solutions. 


Each month I have released a bulletin. It is 
usually two pages long and gives concrete ideas that 
the teacher may use in her classroom. I also try to 
include suggestions on free and inexpensive ma- 
terials that are available for classroom use. 


The teaching demonstration by the consultant of 
new methods and materials has also been utilized. 
This method focuses attention upon one special skill 
in an actual classroom situation. The teacher ob- 
serves this, and later we can exchange views on its 
value. 
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These, then, are some of the ways I have used 
as consultant and teacher work together in the im- 
portant task of helping children learn. Throughout 
this report three words stand out: growth, improve- 
ment, and achievement. These are verbal symbols 
used to express what I am trying to do as I seek to 
do service for and with the teachers of this area. 


The Parent-Teacher Association continues its in- 
terest in the school program. This year it is paying 
sixty dollars for the rental of films from the Audio- 
Visual Department of the University of New Hamp- 
shire. This has greatly enhanced the development of an 
audio-visual program in the school which has been made 
possible by the purchase of a new Bell and Howell pro- 
jector. The projector was paid for with one half of the 
funds coming from the district and one half from those 
provided by the National Defense Education Act. 


I call your attention to the reports and tables which 
follow. 
I express my sincere appreciation to the citizens, the 


members of the School Board and the teachers for their 
continued support and cooperation.

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SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Although there is much to be done in school health 
services, some accomplishments can be reported. 


With the coming of the third nurse on a school union 
basis, we have been able to set a day and time to visit 
each school. More time has been made available to set 
up procedures for remedial handicaps, such as vision 
and hearing problems, more home visits made, more 
time available for teacher conferences. 


Another accomplishment has been in the field of 
health education. Wherever routine work has been 
completed, such as in hearing and vision tests, we were 
able to follow on with a program of talks, film strips, 
movies, demonstration of health and safety topics. This 
has been met with approval of teachers, pupils and par- 
ents. There is much to be done in this field but at least 
a start has been made. 


The needs still unmet in health services are: 
1. Dental programs for low income groups. 
2. Child Guidance Clinics. 


Although the above services are needed the one that 
affects the school as well as the individual child and his 
family the most is the emotionally disturbed child. The 
numbers that fall into this group are increasing at an 
alarming rate. Some areas have found it necessary to 
start their own services for these children either in 
the schools or in their communities. We in Union #16 
are in as great a need as any other area. The help we 
can get is scattered and wholly inadequate. Yet the 
child with an emotional problem can be quite distrac- 
ting to the whole school as well as his or her own class- 
‘room. 
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There is a glimmer of hope, at present still far over 
the horizon, that some day we in Union #16 can obtain 
such services through a contemplated family service 
agency or by buying services from neighboring areas 
where such services are in the process of being formed. 


We feel convinced that a full school year of nursing 
services with a staff of three will bring increased bene- 
fits to the individual school as well as the Union as a 
whole. 


We extend our thanks to all—the parents, teachers, 
organizations, that have helped us in carrying out 
school health services during the past year.
